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1 Introduction 

This document addresses the requirements for the development and implementation of 
business rules for the usage of regional and Agency-specific products within the Central 
Puget Sound Regional Fare Coordination System (RFCS). This document complements 
the program business rules as discussed in SEA-00090 Business Architecture [4], These 
business rules are provided in accordance with the contractual requirements of the RFCS 
Contract [1]. 


1.1 Purpose 

The purpose of this document is to define the business rules for the products to be 
supported on fare cards and disposable cards for the RFCS Automated Fare Collection 
(AFC) system. 

This document is intended to meet the requirements of Final Design Review (FDR). 


1.2 Scope 

The scope of this document is limited to a definition of the business rules for the products 
based on documents provided by the Agencies through the Contract [1], the RFI process, 
and workshops with the Agencies. Where the Agencies have not provided specific rules, 
rules based on Vix past experiences have been defined; these are subject to review and 
approval by the Agencies. 


1.3 Terminology 

This section contains a list of acronyms, abbreviations, and terms used in this document.

Fare card A nondisposable smart card for transit use 

Fare Media Type of smart card on which a specified product may be loaded

Flexpass An existing Institutional Pass product 

Floating Period Pass A pass, which when added to a card, has an open or floating start 
date. The actual starting date is defined the first time the pass is i 
at a device for fare payment, at which time the ending date is also 
defined based on the duration of the pass. 

Issuing device A type of device that can load a specified product onto a smart ca 

Issuing devices are generally revalue devices. 

Multiride product A prepaid product that provides the cardholder with the right to tra 
for a specific number of trips. For example, a ten-ride product, wh 
offers the cardholder ten trips. 

A multiride product holds electronic value in ride units. A cardhold 
purchases a multiride product and receives a fixed number of ride 
the multiride product on the card. 

The cardholder can subsequently use rides on the multiride produ 
pay for transit sen/ices from Agencies that honor the multiride pro> 

Passback 1 A validation condition that occurs if a smart card is presented agai 

a device at the same location 2 within a configured time. The term 
originates with the concept of a cardholder “passing back” a smar 
card out of a bus window to allow another person to use the card 
fare payment. 

Purse An electronic representation of the monetary value on a fare card. 

Refund Rule A business rule that specifies whether a product sale may be refu 

within a configurable time, which results in a refund transaction to 
match the original payment transaction. 

Revalue Revalue of a card comprises the following operations: 

• Initial valuation of a fare card with a pass, multiride prodi 
or stored value 

• Addition of a new pass, multiride product, or stored value 
fare card 

• Extension of the period of time for which a pass is valid 

• Addition of further rides to a multiride product 


This is necessary to prevent fare credits allowing passengers to ride for free.

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2 Product Business Rules Overview 

Every product has defined intrinsic attributes. In addition to these attributes, every 
product also has a number of business-related rules attached to it, which further define 
the behavior of the product. These product rules are configured at the back office and 
validated at the front office during the revalue and fare payment processes. 

There are various types of product rules, as depicted in Figure 1. All of them govern the 
revalue or fare payment process. 

Revalue rules and price rules are used as input to the revalue process, together with the 
input that is received from the passenger who wants to purchase a product. All this 
information is processed, and the outcome is the sale of a certain product at a certain 
price. This process is under the condition that revalue of the product is allowed by the 
product rules under the given circumstances. 

Access rules and fare rules are used as input to the fare payment process, together with 
the information from the product that is being validated by the passenger who wants to 
use public transport. The information is processed, and the passenger is granted access 
to the transit service at a certain fare. This process is under the condition that access is 
allowed by the product rules under the given circumstances.

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3 Background Information 

This section provides fundamental background information required for an understanding 
of the product business rules. This information may be defined on the card to activate the 
business rules. For example, passenger type may be overridden by a date of birth field, 
which may cause the device to charge a different fare. Card data definition is discussed 
in SEA-00035 Fare Card (DR 101) [7]. The Service Business Day or Ride Free Area 
(RFA) information that is not on the card will be defined in configuration data (CD). 


3.1 Passenger Types 

Passenger type definitions are as specified in the Agencies' response to SEA-00317 
ERGRFI 00057 Fare Eligibility Rules [3], in which the regionally agreed definitions are as 
follows: 


a. Children younger than 6 ride free 

b. Youths are ages 6-18 

c. Adults are ages 19-64 

d. Seniors are ages 65 and older

The RFI response to SEA-00317 ERGRFI 00057 Fare Eligibility Rules [3] also contained 
this statement: “Agencies may wish to have different fare category definitions for agency- 
specific passes and for cash riders.”

Sales Validity Rules 

Fare Cards only: A card containing a current or expired product 
may be revalued with any other product at any time. 

A card may not contain two products of the same type (from the 
same issuer) that are valid for the same or overlapping periods. 

(For example, a card may contain May and June PugetPasses, 
but not two May PugetPasses). 

The revalue device shall check the card’s RRFP Expiration Date 4 
and Cardholder Birth Date and override the card’s Passenger 

Type when appropriate, eg when an RRFP has expired. 


Sales Reversal Rules 

Product sale transactions may be reversed at the same issuing 
device within the same operator shift on the same service 
business day, up to a maximum of 8 hours after the sale, as long 
as the product has not been used. 


Sales Refund Rules 

Unused and partially used products may not be refunded. 

Note that within the reversal period, sales of unused products may 
be reversed as described in Reversal Rules. 



Discretionary refund rule: If a customer forcefully demands 
money back for a product, Agencies may at their discretion: 

• Block the product on the card, and 

• Refund the money to the customer, but outside the 

RFCS. This means the Agency carries the cost of making 
the refund.

Vix also intends to configure the devices so that the per-ride face value of a pass can be 
used to allow less-expensive passes to be used on more-expensive routes (buy up). The 
difference between the pass face value and the actual fare would be an upgrade fee paid 
from the purse and/or cash. Vix understands that a WSF policy change may be required 
before this can be deployed and that this capability will be initially disabled until the policy 
change is approved. 

Use of the per-ride face value also allows the passes to be decoupled from specific 
routes, as implied by the RFI response to SEA-00131 ERGRFI 00034 RFCS supported 
products query [2], which states, “More expensive passes are good on less-expensive 
ferry routes.” This also allows base season passes to be used during peak season, with 
an additional upgrade payment.

• If the cardholder uses a passenger-only pass or multiride to pay for travel, 
the bicycle permit couldn’t be used as well (since it is not possible to use two 
pass/multiride products to pay for a single trip). In this case, the POS 
operator would need to treat the bicycle permit as essentially a flash pass, 
and simply charge the cardholder a passenger fare (which would then be 
paid by the passenger-only pass or multiride). There would be no record in 
usage data that a bicycle had been involved in the trip.

15.3 Washington State Ferries Multiride Products 

WSF multiride products (for example, ride books) may be used for passenger fares and 
vehicle fares (depending on the product). 

WSF has indicated its preference that more-expensive rides will be usable on less- 
expensive routes, and that less-expensive rides will also be usable on more-expensive 
routes (buy up). Vix understands that WSF policy changes will be required before these 
preferences can be deployed and that this capability will be initially disabled until the 
policy changes are approved. 

Vix believes that use of per-ride face values will allow rides to be decoupled from specific 
routes and from specific passenger/vehicle types. 

Because it is likely that a card might contain several multiride products at one time (for 
example, a product for passenger travel and a second product for vehicle travel), the 
business rules to ensure that the correct product is used will be carefully configured to 
prevent the device from using the wrong product. Vix also intends to configure the 
business rules to check for the validity of less-expensive products before those that are 
more expensive.
